On The Immigration Front 


Mass., former federal highway administrator and national chairman of the Order’s 


Progress Reported in Order's Program 


The Order’s Immigration and Naturalization Com- 
mittee, headed by Grand Venerable Samuel A. Culotta of 
Baltimore, Md., reports the Order has achieved “some 
measure of success” in its fight for just immigration legis- 


lation. 

Culotta announced that with 
the recent signing into law by 
President Eisenhower of H.R. 
6118 and H.R. 5896, the Order’s 
resolution adopted in April at 
Toronto and the resolution 
adopted in August at the Su- 
preme convention have been sub- 
stantially accomplished. 

“The efforts of the. Grand 
Lodges and the Supreme Council 
were most fruitful. Of. course, 
there were many other organiza- 
tions that worked in the same 
direction as the Order, however, 
I am confident that the Order’s 
effort was the bed rock of the 
support that was mustered in 
support of these bills,” he said. 

Bill Reunites Families 

Approval of H.R. 5896 now 
permits the re-establishment of 
family units, such as adult chil- 
dren, and cértain brothers and 
sisters that have been separated 
for long periods of time through 
no fault of their own. 

Passage of H.R. 6118 now pro- 
vides for a two-year extension of 
discretionary authority in the 
Attorney General to grant waiv- 
ers of exclusion in the case of 
certain aliens afflicted. with tu- 
berculosis, and extends the 1957 
law under which eligible orphans, 
under proper safeguards, may 
enter the United States outside 
the Immigration quota for one 
year. 

Pointing up the Order's role in 
the passage of the bills, Culotta 
said 58 telegrams were sent to key 
senators prior to the closing of 


the Supreme convention urging 
their support. 
Objections Withdrawn 

He said objections by several 
senators were withdrawn on H.R. 
6118 and the measure was ap- 
proved by both Houses and sent 
to President Eisenhower for ap- 
proval. 

With the approval of Supreme 
Venerable Joseph Gorrasi, Broth- 
er Culotta dispatched a letter to 


the President in which he ex- 
pressed the Order’s endorsement 
of the measure. 

Culotta also requested the 
President to urge the enactment 
of H.R. 5896. 

The President signed H.R. 6118 
into law on September 10. H.R. 
5896 was approved by the Senate 
and House with minor amend- 
ments, and was signed by the 
President on September 22.

“Forees of Hate’ 

“Forces of hate that have in- 
troduced the word Mafia into the 
minds of people. So much so that 
when we turn on our radio or 
television or view a movie, it is 
the Italian who is tabbed as the 
eriminal. 

“This is not justice for a people 
that have contributed so much 
to the building of America, for 
the great numbers who served 
*and died in the defense of our 
great country. 

“Let us speak out as Ameicans 
against these forces of hate. 

“We will counteract their vici-

ousness by expanding the Order, 
by pointing up the good deeds of 
Italo-Americans in every com- 
munity. 

“We can defeat this scourge 
because our great strength lies 
in your native goodness.” .

cannot rest until the unfair Na- 
tional Origins Act is amended, 
and other discriminatory and 
unfair sections of the Immigra- 
tion Law eliminated. Our Immi- 
gration Committee can make @ 


great contribution in this objec-- 
tive during the next session of 
the 86th Congress.” 


Culotta said his committee is 
now making a study of proposed 
immigration bills before Congress, 
and further, that members of the 
committee will soon register as 
lobbyists in the interest of immi- 
gration legislation. es 


The move to register the chair- 
man and committee members will 
enable the group to appéar before 
Congressional Immigration Com- 
mittees to press for legislation in 
accord with the Order's 7-point 
program. 

“This committee will have the 
opportunity together with many 
ether civic groups to press for 
liberal immigration laws next 
year during the second session of 
the 86th Congress. An election 
year is often a propitious time to 
press for good legislation,” he 
said. 


In concluding his report, Cu- 
lotta said: 

“The Order Sons of Italy in 
America has been a champion in 
the forefront of the battle to 
eliminate discriminatory immi- 
gration legislation for the past 55 
years. While much progress has 
been made, much remains to be 
done. We must rid our statute 
books of the National Origins 
policy which expresses by legisla- 
tive fiat that one person, simply 
because of birth, is better than 
another person who may be a 
much better potential citizen 
than the presently favored one.”

Sen. Saltonstall on Immigration 


Says Laws Are 


WORCESTER, Mass.—U. 


““Outmoded”’ 


S. Sen. Leverett Saltonstall — 
in a Columbus Day speech lashed out at present U. S. im- © 


migration laws and termed them “outmoded, discrimina~ 


tory and hypocritical.” 

A speaker at a banquet spon- 
sored by four-area lodges, Sal- 
tonstall pledged his support in 
the second session of the 86th 
Congress to “liberalize and hu- 
manize” the McCarran-Walter 
Immigration Act. 

“TI do not believe that our pres- 
ent immigration and naturaliza- 
tion legislation effectively meets 
the realities of world need.and 
America’s responsibility for world 
leadership,” he said: 

Sponsors Bill 

The Massachusetts senator, 
along ‘with several colleagues, 
have a bill before Congress which 
advocates a change in the nation- 
al origins quota system of the 
present law. 

The present law, he said, “in 
the final analysis, impedes and 
obstructs the national security.” 

“Our current immigration laws 
neither reflect our own heritage 
nor our honest regard for the 
present plight of a multitude of 
our fellow humans,” he said,.add- 
ing, “these laws are outmoded, 
discriminatory and hyocritical.” 

Quota Change 

Discussing the main features of 
the impending bill he co-sponsor- 
ed, Saltonstall said the bill would: 
- (7) Make use of the 1950 cen- 
sus for calculating the national 
origins quota system of the pres- 
ent Jaw, instead of the old 1920 
population figures. This change 
in itself would upgrade national 
quotas significantly, giving Italy 
99 per cent boost. 7 

~“(2) Create pools fox, Ph SoM 
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amounts of unused quotas to be 
allocated to the more nee 
countries. — 


“(3) Establish authority for the 
President to admit on parole, in 


case of emergency, up to 60,000 
refugees-escapees per year with

bath NEWS recently received a letter from 
Frank C. DiPrima, a member of the Order in 
Upper Darby, Pa., in which the writer offers a 
number of suggestions to enhance the prestige 
and progress of the Order. 


In his letter, DiPrima advocates (1) greater 
youth activity within the Order, (2) points up 
a need for greater assistance to older members, 
and (3) calls for more Italo-American “success” 
features in the Order’s national publication. 

Di Prima notes that too many lodges do not 
allow for adequate youth activity in the make-up 
of the lodge programs. 

The ideal adult lodge program, according to 
the writer, would include a well-rounded youth 
program under the guidance of competent in- 
structors. He suggests that the children be 
grouped in age brackets, and for some activities 
he includes music, dramatics, dancing, all typea 
of sports and politics. 


DiPrima’s thoughts in advancing the proposed ~ 
youth program is that it will be an aid in curbing 


i Ideal fodge Program. 


juvenile delinquency, it will prepare them for 
greater concentration in high school studies and 


_make them well-rounded future citizens. 


In meeting the financial obligation that such 
® program would entail, DiPrima suggests that 
the cost be subsidized by the lodge and the par- 
ents of the children who attend. 

He also makes the observation that many of 
our older members and their families at one 
time or another are in financial straights, 

DiPrima suggests each lodge organize a wel- 
fare committee and that each member be made 
to serve on a rotating basis. 

This committee, according to DiPrima, would 
investigate the validity of claims brought before 
it and provide immediate assistance through job 
placement or loans. 

Referring to OSIA NEWS as “the heart of the 
organization,” DiPrima made the suggestion that 
the publication carry more features on prominent 
Italians and Italo-Americans in every strata of 
success.

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RECORDS ~ 
IN REVIEW 


By A. ALFRED MARCELLO 


Any music lover who has stereo equipment certainly 
will not dispute the statement that this new medium of 
recording music has worked wonders. with operas. Since 
the advent of stereo we have been treated to some unfor- 
aged moments in opera. This is particularly true of 

hose recordings which concern themselves solely with 
operatic highlights for orchestra. 


And at the top of the list for 
Such recordings is the new Lon- 
don release OPERATIC HIGH- 
LIGHTS FOR ORCHESTRA, 
featuring Pierino Gampa2 and the 
London Symphony. This is the 
Same Pierino Gamba who only 
a few short years ago dazzled the 
music world as the child-prodigy 
conductor. 

Back in 1948 music critics were 
betting dollars to doughnuts that 
12 year-old Pierino was nothing 
but a flash in a pan and would 
goon be relegated to obscurity. 

But time has proved these cri- 
fics wrong. Gampa, the ex-child 
prodigy, at 22 may still be Loy- 
sized, but he seems to be making 
@ new name for himself as a con- 
ductor. His work in the new Lon- 
don release vividly demonstrates 
this. He breathes new life, gives 
a fresh interpretation to a pro- 
gram devoted to Italian music of 
the late 19th century. This new 
album includes, besides orchestral 
excerpts from operatic favorites, 
two symphonic compositions. 

The most effective of the 
operatic favorites is the Bance of 
the Hours from Ponchielli's La 
Giocanda. We have heard this 
ballet from La Giocandg per- 
formed many times but mever 
with the dynamic quality that 

* Gamba manages to extract from 
the London Symphony Orches- 
tra. 

And equally as effective are 
the interpretations of Preludes to 
Acts 1 and 3 of La Traviata; the 
incomparable intermezzo from 
Mascanegi’s Cavalleria Rusticana 
and Verdi's overture, I Yespri Si- 
ciliani. Es 

This is one Album we know 
youll want for your collection. 
Especially if you are an opera 
lover. And what Son of Italy 
isn’t?
